While not subject to the rejection of record of claims 59-84 under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph, stated in Paper No. 1 5 mailed February 27, 2003, the new claims 85- 
106 will not be entered because they present a new issue. Claims 85 and 89 fail to 
5 exclude the active site aspartate that is present at position 97 of the amino acid sequence 
of the ]A96 residual protease set forth in SEQ ID NO: 12 from aspartates elsewhere in the 
amino acid sequence that may be substituted according to the claim. The claims must 
describe a useful invention according to 35 U.S.C. §101 and a substitution at position 97 
will render the protease inactive, thus the aspartate at this position must remain unaltered. 
10 The new claims 85-106 will also not be entered because claim 88 describes a deletion or 
substitution of a glycine at position 1 88 of the mature )A96 residual protease amino acid 
sequence having the set forth in SEQ ID NO: 12 but alanine is present in this position 
rather than glycine, thus the claim designation is erroneous.
